On July. 15, 1879, the Bacchante wa

For the greater portion 'of the tlm 


the .Bacchante was attached, to th

The two princes under these 
aus 
pices saw for the first time the Wes 
Indies. South America, the Cape, Aus 
tralia, Fiji, Japan, China, Singapore 
and Ceylon. The Bacchante waa then 
ordered through the Suez canal Into 
the Mediterranean, and a considerable 
period of time was spent by the 
princes in Egypt,' the Holy Land and 
Greece during the spring of 1882. 


After returning to England about the 


beginning of August, Prince George 
went. In - the autumn along with his 
elder brother, under the care of his na- 
val -Instructor, -Mr.- -Lawless, and -tin 
present French master at Eton, M 
Huav to Switzerland. 


They resided at Lausanne 
for six 
months, until on the 1st of May, 1883 
Prince George was appointed midship- 
man to tho Canada, which was then 
commissioned for service oh the North 
American and West Indian station.

DEATH BED SCENES 


IN KING'S PALACE 


..LONDON, May. 7.—King Edward 


VII, who returned to England from a 
vacation ten days ago in theVbest of 
health, died at 11.46 last night in the 
presence of his family, after an Illness 
of less than a week", which was seri- 
ous hardly more than three xdays. 
The Prince of Wales succeeded to 
the crown Immediately,, according 
to 


the laws of the kingdom, without offi- 
cial ceremony. His, first official act 
was to dispatch to the lord mayor the 
announcement of his father's death, In 
pursuance of custom. 


.His telegram read: - 
."I am deeply grieved to inform you 
that my beloved 
father, 
the 
king, 


passed away peacefully at 11.45 
to- 
night. 
George." 


The physicians soon afterward 'is- 


sued their official bulletin, which was 
as. follows: 


"May C, 1-1.50 p. m.—His 
majesty, 


the king, breathed his last at 11.45 to- 
night, in tha presence of her majesty, 
Queen Alexandra, the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, Princess Royal,

Here in Lowell 
we are not likely to have nny official celebration, but in spite of this the day 
will be observed in much the usual way. 


For some years past the press and the police authorities throughout 


the country have been -endeavoring to bring about a.more sane observance 
of the day, to eliminate the use of explosives and every other feature that 
is dangerous. An effort is also being made to suppress tbo nerve-racking 
noise, but this would largely be remedied by (lie prohibition of firecrackers 


. and'toy pistols. The young people will insist upon the use of fishhorns, 
.cowbells, torpedoes and fire crackers, unless met with firmness by the police. 


The problem is one involving much difficulty, nnd unless the people 


generally are educated to the enormity of the harm' done throughout the 
entire country as a result of accidents, they are not likely to respond to 
any great extent to Ihe movement for reform. 
Strict police regulations 


are necessary as the first step nnd a few arrests or prosecutions in each 
city would serve.fo convince the people that the police are sincere. There 
is no .good purpose served by allowing boys to blow their own heads off, 
to start fires or in other ways to give a lot of needless annoyance to the 
public in general.

DEATH 
OF 
KING 
EDWARD 
OF 
ENGLAND. 


The death of King Edward has spread a feeling of gloom over the 


entire. British empire and throughout the entire world there is sympathy 


and sorrow for (he loss of a sovereign who, during his reign, bad proved 


himself to be a wise and conservative ruler, a friend of humanity, the 


promoter of pence and who sincerely desired and labored for the best 


interests of his people. 


Tho United States especially lias profound sympathy with the British 


nation in the loss of its popular sovereign. 


. King Edward during his roinpnrhtively short- reign had given evidence 


of considerable ability as a statesman and a diplomat. 
He established 


friendly relations with Russia, France and the United States, where before 


there had been a feeling of distrust if not of real enmity. He also in a 
great measure improved the relations existing between his own country 
and Germany, tw'o nations between which there seems to be a spirit of 
jealousy that is liable at any time to assume a very serious aspect. 


The death of King^Echvard at this time will be deeply deplored by the 


liberal party and the people of Ireland, because they looked to him to settle 
the political controversy between (he house of commons and the lords, a 
controversy upon the right solution of. which so much depended for the 
democracy of the nation. 


It is a well known fact that King Edward was in sympathy with the 


liberals and had been for years in favor of the principal reforms ndvocatnd 
by the liberal party, hut in accordance with the custom of the reigning 
sovereign, he kept aloof from the political arena, taking no part in flic 
controversy unless called upon io exercise the royal prerogative in the 
usual manner. It was generally believed that he would meet the demands 
of the prime minister to create a majority in the house of lords favorable

The question now in the minds of a great many people is, what effect 


King Edward's death will have upon the reform measures that are pend- 
ing. 
This is a matter that cannot be answered at this time. 
The outside 


world has had little from which to judge the new king so far ns his ability 
or political sympathies nre concerned. 
His training was largely in Ihe 


navy where he attained high honors on his merits. It must be remembered 
that his elder brother, Clarence, was educated nnd trained as the future 
king, but his death made George Frederick prince of Wales nnd heir to the 
throne to which by inheritance he has now acceded. 


In matters of military training the new king is well equipped for what- 


ever duties may come before him. 
But we are not so sure that he will 


prove equally competent, to net with ability on matters of political moment 
or questions bearing upon the welfare and progress of the people. Still, 
he is comparatively a young man, he will have good 
advisers 
nnd 
ihe 


great responsibility coming so suddenly upon him may develop in him 
powers, of statesmanship that may astonish the world. 


A natural consequence of this plunging the nation in sorrow in the 


midst of a political crisis will be to cause a great deal of sympathy for 
the royal family and to counteract any opposition that might have existed 
against the aristocracy or even royalty itself. This will help to weaken Ihe 
opposition that threatened the peers. 
For some months to 
come 
(lie 


patriotic .spirit of the English people will he nt high tension nnd there will 
!m little probability of any move npainst tho aristocracy which must in the 
long run be regarded us the chief remaining prop Io royalty. 
After the 


lapse of some months, however, Ihe tendency of public, sentiment will he 
back to the conditions that prevailed before the king's death and the old 
problems nf reforming the house of lords, rndic.nl changes 
in 
financial 


policies, nnd the granting of home rule to Ireland will again press them- 
selves for consideration of parliament. 
They are among the problems 


thnt nre likely to test the political sngncity of the new king.

VII, who returned to England from a 
vacation ten days .ago in the best of 
health.-died at 11.46 last night In tho 
presence of his family, after an Illness 
of less than a week, which was seri- 
ous, hardly more than three- days.

ENGLAND. 


The death of-King Edward has spread a feeling of gloom over the 


entire .British empire and throughout tho entire world there is sympathy 


and sorrow for the loss of a sovereign who, during his reign, had proved 


himself to be a wise and conservative ruler, a friend of humanity, the 


promoter of peace and who sincerely desired and labored for the best 


interests of his people. 


The United States especially has profound sympathy with the British 


nation in the loss of its popular sovereign. 


King Edward during his comparatively short reign had given evidence 


of considerable ability as a statesman and a diplomat. 
He established 


friendly relations with Russia, France nnd the United States, where before 


there had been a feeling of distrust if not of real enmity. 
Ho also in a' 


great measure improved the relations existing between his own country 
and Germany, two nations between which there seems to be a spirit of 
jealousy that is. liable at any time to assume a very serious aspect. 


The death of King Edward at this time will be deeply deplored by the 


liberal party and the people of Ireland, because they looked to him tq_settle 
the political controversy between the house of commons and tho lords, a 
controversy upon the right solution of which so much depended for iho 
democracy of the nation. 


It is a well known fact that King Edward was in sympathy with the 


liberals and had been for years in favor of the principal reforms advocated 
by the liberal party, hut in accordance with the custom of the reigning 
sovereign,-he kept aloof from the political arena, taking no part in the 
controversy unless called upon to exercise' the royal prerogative in Hip 
usual manner. It was generally believed that he would meet tlie demands 
of the prime minister to create a majority in the house of lords favorable 
to the curtailment of the powers of the upper house either by creating 
the necessary number of peers or by prevailing upon the lords to concur 
with the commons in passing the measure.

The question now in the minds of a great many people is, what effect 


King Edward's death will have upon the reform measures that nre pond- 
ing. 
This is a matter that cannot be answered at this time. The outside 


world has hail little from which to judge the new king so far as his ability 
or political sympathies arc concerned. 
His training was largely in the 


r.avy where he attained high honors on his merits. It must be remembered 
that his elder brother, Clarence, was educated and trained ns the future 
king, but his death made George Frederick prince of Wales and heir to the 
throne to which by inheritance he has now acceded. 


In matters of military training the new king is well equipped for what- 


ever duties may come before him. 
But -we are not so sure that he will 


prove equally competent to act with ability on matters of political moment, 
or questions bearing upon the welfare and progress of the people. 
Still, 


he is comparatively a young man, he will have good 
advisers 
and 
the 


great responsibility coming so suddenly upon him may develop in him 
powers of statesmanship that may astonish tho world. 


A natural consequence of this plunging Ihe nation in sorrow in tho 


midst of a political crisis will be to cause a prent deal of sympathy for 
the royal family and to counteract, any opposition that might have existed 
against the aristocracy or even royalty itself. This will help to weaken the 
opposition that threatened the peers. 
For Koine months 
to 
come 
the 


patriotic spirit of the English people will be al high tension and there will 
be little probability of any move against the aristocracy which must in tho 
long run he regarded as the chief remaining prop to royalty. 
After the 


lapse of some months, however, the tendency of public sentiment will be 
back to the conditions that prevailed before tho king's death and the old 
problems of reforming the house of lords, rndionl changes 
in 
financial 


policies, and tho granting of home rule to Ireland will again press them- 
selves for consideration of parliament. 
They are mnong the problems 


that nre likely to test, tho political sagacity of the new king. 


King Kdward a short time ago remarked that ho was the last king who 


would Hit undisturbed on the throne of England. Ho undoubtedly foresaw 
the growing strength of tho British democracy and Ihe demand for reform 
threatening tho Inst. romniinls </f feminism in overt .browing landlord extor- 
tion, hereditary titles and iiltirmitnly perhaps royalty ilmilf. 
This no doubt 


w«» th.! king's vision of tho future and nt what ainy ultimately fall lo the 
lot of his RunccHBors on Ihn throne, but how, when or hy what menu*, noun 
CM venture to predict.

Maple Sugar Makes the Most Delicious Bonbons 


DEAL, maple sugar is such a delicious 


sweet in itself that it seems like 


painting the lily to boll it down with 
cream and nuts or to turn it into a 
ondant, but those who want to do so 
may find the following recipes useful: 


For a maple fondant take three cup- 
uls of maple sirup, two of cane sugar 
nd half a teaspoonful of cream of tar- 
ar. Boil this mixture until it forms a 
bread an inch long when dipped from 
. spoon. Then pour it into a buttered 
>an and let it stand for twenty min- 
ites. At the end of this time beat it 
with a fork until it thickens. Turn the 
mass out on a buttered platter and 
treat It like ordinary fondant, then 
use in any way desired. Balls of the 
fondant may be pressed between halves 
of nuts or rolled in fresh grated cocoa- 
nut or squares of it may he dipped in 
melted chocolate. 


Maple Bonbon.- -This delicious sweet 


calls for two big cupfuls of broken 
mnple sugar and a scant cupful of rich 


milk or cream boiled together until 
little hardens when stirred in a cold 
saucer. 
'When this stage is reached 


add some chopped nut meats, butter- 
nuts or pecan nuts preferred, and pour 
the mixture into buttered pans after 
beating until it begins to thicken. 
When cold cut into squares. This also 
makes a nice cake filling if spread 
over cake before it becomes too hard. 


Beat one cupful of maple sirup and 


one egg together. Add one scant cup- 
ful of sour cream, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of ginger, a level teaspoonful of 
soda, a saltspoonful of salt and two 
and one-half cupfuls of flour. Beat 
altogether thoroughly and bake in a 
rather cool oven. 


Boll a pint of milk in a double boiler. 


Mix three beaten egg yolks with a cup- 
ful of milk, then stir into the hot milk. 
Melt a cupful and a half of maple 
sugar or take the sirup, add to the 
thickened milk and take from the fire. 
Add a pint of rich cream and when 
cool freeze.

VII, who returned to England from a 
vacation ten days ago In the best of 
health, died at 11.45 last night in the 
presence.of his family, after an illness 
of less than a week, which was seri- 
ous hardly more than three days. 


The Prince of Wales succeeded to

. the country have been endeavoring to bring about a more sane observance 


of the day, to eliminate the use of explosives nnd every other feature-that 
is dangerous. An effort is also being made to suppress the nerve-racking 
noise, but this would largely be remedied by the prohibition of firecrackers 
and toy pistols. 
The young people will insist upon.the use of flshhorns, 


cowbells, torpedoes and fire crackers, unless met with firmness by tho police. 


The. problem is one involving much dimeulty, and unless the people 


generally are educated to the enormity of the harm done throxighout the 
entire country as a result of accidents, they are not likely to respond .to 
any great extent to the movement for re'form. 
Strict police regulations 


are necessary as the first step and a few arrests or prosecutions in each 
city would serve to convince the people that th'e police are sincere. There 
is no good purpose served by. allowing boys to blow their own heads off, 
to start fires or in other ways to give a lot of needless annoyance to the 
public in general. The Fourth can be fittingly observed in a thoroughly 
enjoyable nnd patriotic manner without descending to antics that would lead

King Edward during his comparatively short reign bad given evidence 


of considerable ability us a statesman and a diplomat. 
He established 


friendly relations with Russia, France and the United States, where before 


there had been n feeling of distrust it not of real enmity. 
He also in n 


great measure improved the relations existing between his own country 
and Germany, two nations between which there seems to be a spirit of 


;,"jealousy that is liable at any time to assume a very serious aspect. 


The death of King Edward at this time will be deeply deplored by the 


liberal party and the people of Ireland, because they, looked to him to settle 
the political controversy between (lie house of commons and the lords, a 
.controversy upon the right solution of which so much depended for the 
democracy of the. nation. 


It is a well known fact (hat King Edward was in sympathy with the 


liberals and hail been for years hi favor of the principal reforms advocated 
by the liberal party, but in accordance with the custom of the reigning 
sovereign, he kept nloof from (he political arena, taking no part in the 
controversy. unless called upon to exercise the royal prerogative in the 
usual manner.- It was generally believed that he would meet the demands 
of the prime minister (o create a majority in the house of lords favorable 
to the curtajllment of the powers of the upper house either by creating 
llie nccessarV number nf. peers or by prevailing upon the lords to concur 
with the commons in passing the measure. 


The question now in the minds of a great many people is, what effect 


King Edward's death will have upon the reform measures that are pend- 
ing. 
This is a matter that cannot be answered at this time. The outside 


world has had little from which to judge the new king so far as his ability 
or political sympathies are concerned. 
His training was largely in the 


navy where he attained high honors on his merits. It must be remembered 
that his elder brother, Clarence, was educated and trained as the future 
king, but his death made George Frederick prince of Wales nnd heir to tho 
throne to which by inheritance he has now acceded. 


In matters of military training the new king is well equipped for what- 


ever duties mny come before him. But wo are not so sure that he' will 
prove equally competent to act with ability on matters of political moment 
or questions bearing upon the welfare and progress of the people.-' Still, 
he is comparatively n young man, he will have good 
advisers 
and 
the 


great responsibility coming so suddenly upon him mny develop in him 
powers of statesmanship.that may astonish (he world. 


A natural consequence of this plunging the nation in sorrow in the 


midst of a political crisis will be (o cause a .treat denl of sympathy for 
the royal family and to counteract any opposition that might, 'have existed 
figainst the aristocracy or even royalty itself. This will help to weaken the 
opposition that threatened the peers. 
For .some monlhs 
to 
come 
the 


patriotic spirit of the English people will be nt hip!, tension and (hero will 
be little probability of any move against (he aristocracy which must in (lie 
long run he regarded as the chief remaining prop to royalty. 
After Che 


lapse of some months, however, (he tendency of public sentiment will bo 
back to the conditions that prevailed before the king's death and the old 
problems of reforming the house of lords, radical changes 
in 
financial 


policies, and tho granting of homo rule to Ireland will again press them- 
selves for consideration of parliament. 
They ore among the problems 


that are likely to test the political sagacity of the new king.

Maple Sugar Makes the Most Delicious Bonbons 


JJEAL maple sugar is such a delicious 


sweet In Itself that It seems like 


painting the Illy to boll it down with 
cream and nuts or to turn It into 
fondant, but those who want to do so 
may find the following recipes useful: 


I''or a maple fondant take three cup- 


fuls of maple sirup, two of cane sugar 
and half a teaspoonful of cream of tar- 
tar. Boll this mixture until it forms a 
thread an inch long when dipped from 
a spoon. Then pour it into a buttered 
pan and let it stand for twenty min- 
utes. At the end of this time beat it 
with a fork until It thickens. Turn tho 
mass out on a buttered platter and 
treat It like ordinary fondant, then 
use In any way desired. Balls of the 
fondant may be pressed between halves 
of nuts or rolled in fresh grated cocoa- 
nut or squares of it may bo dipped in 
melted chocolate, 


Maplo Bonbon.—This delicious sweet 


calls for two big cupfulH of broken 
maple sugar and a scant cupful of rich 


milk or cream boiled together until a 
little hardens when stirred in a cold 
saucer. 
When this stage is reached 


odd some chopped nut meats, butter- 
nuts or pecan nuts preferred, and pour 
the mixture Into buttered pans after 
beating until it begins to thicken. 
When cold cut into squares. This also 
makes a nice cal:e filling if spread 
over cake before it becomes too hard. 


Beat one cupful of maple sirup and 


one egg together. Add one scant cup- 
ful of sour cream, one-half teaspoon- 
ful of ginger, a level teaspoonful of 
soda, a saltspoonful of salt and two 
and one-half cupfuls of flour. Beat 
altogether thoroughly and bako In a 
rather cool oven. 


Boil a pint of milk in a double boiler. 


Mix three beaten egg yolks with a cup- 
ful of milk, then stir into the hot milk. 
Melt a cupful and a half of maple 
sugar or take tho sirup, add to the 
thickened milk and take from the fire. 
Add a pint of rich cream and when 
cool freeze.

When fun is con- 
spicuous by Its absence in the nursen 
tho doctor is much more needed than 
the birch rod, and - the mother and 
nurse who recognize the truth of this 
will see that it is much wiser to study 
how to keep tho children well than to 
carry on a constant system of scold- 
Ing and punishing them for their tem- 
pers and tantrums. 


The lesson of how to keep them well,

It requires a lot 
of experience to know how to keep 
children well, and young mothers often 
have to buy thls^sxperlence at a high 
price.
